INTRODUCTION 
GENERAL 


The report includes in all 674 inscriptions examined by the Epigraphy Branch during the year 
under review. Of these 75 copper-plate charters included in Appendix 'A' and 414 stone inscriptions 
included in Appendix 'B' were examined by the Office of the Director (Epigraphy), Mysore, while 
185 Arabic and Persian Inscriptions included in Appendix 'C' were examined by the Office of the 
Superintending Epigraphist for Arabic and Persian Inscriptions, Nagpur. Appendix 'D' contains list 
of negatives of the photographs taken during the year. 


Dr. K.V.Ramesh, Director (Epigraphy), later Joint Director General (since retired) copied some 
interesting copper plate charters in Tamilnadu and his,collection includes Nos. A 16 and 25. I visited 
Andhra Pradesh, Assam and Maharashtra and copied a number of inscriptions. My collection includes 
A 2 and 5 and B 77 and 203. Dr. Ramsharma, Superintending Epigraphist (since retiréd) visited some 
places in Madhya Pradesh and Rajasthan and his collection includes A 8 and 10, and 132. Late Dr. 
C.R. Srinivasan, (the then Deputy Superintending Epigraphist) visited some places in Tamil Nadu and 
his collection includes A 34, 41 and 47. Dr. Venkatesha, Epigraphical Assistant (later Assistant 
Superintending Epigraphist, since retired) visited some places in Bihar, Maharashtra and Rajasthan and 
his collection includes B. 295 and 300. Shri N.Nanjundaswamy, Senior Epigraphical Assistant

54. Shri D.M.Nagaraju, Senior Epigraphical Assistant (presently Assistant Superintending Epigraphist) 
visited some places in Karnataka and his collection includes B 122. Shri S. Nagarjuna, Senior 
Epigraphical Assistant visited some places in Andhra Pradesh and his collection includes B 69 and 70. 
Shri T.S.Ravishankar, Senior Epigraphical Assistant (presently Deputy Superintending Epigraphist) 
visited some places in Rajasthan and his collection includes B 309 and 311. Dr. S.Swaminathan, 
Senior Epigraphical Assistant visited some places in Tamil Nadu and his collection includes B 347 
and 349-51. Shri Jaiprakash, Senior Epigraphical Assistant (presently Assistant Superintending 
Epigraphist) surveyed some places in Madhya Pradesh and his collection includes B 175. 


In examining the extampages of the inscriptions noticed in Appendices A and B, in the 
preparation and finalisation of the report at different stages and making if presented, I was assisted 
by me colleagues Dr. M.D. Sampath, Dr. S. Subramonia Iyer, Shri M.J. Sharma (Deputy Superintending 
Epigraphist, presently incharge of Southern Zone, Chennai), Shri T.S. Ravishankar, Shri

The inscriptions listed in Appendix C, were examined by the Superintending Epigraphist for 
Arabic and Persian Inscriptions, Archaeological Survey of India, Nagpur and his colleagues. They were 
copied from various places in Andhra Pradesh, Delhi, Gujarat, Haryana, Madhya Pradesh, Maharashtra, 
Rajasthan and Uttar Pradesh by Shri N.M. Ganam, Superintending Epigraphist (since retired), Shri 
M.F. Khan, Deputy Superintending Epigraphist (since retired), Shri S.S. Hussain, Senior Epigraphical 
Assistant (later Assistant Superintending Epigraphist, sirtce retired), Dr. M.Y. Quddusi, Senior 
Epigraphical Assistant (presently Assistant Superintending Epigraphist), Dr. M.I. Quddusi, Senior 
Epigraphical Assistant (presently Superintending Epigraphist) and Shri G.S. Khwaja, Senior 
Epigraphical Assistant. 
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The lists also include a few earlier noticed/published epigraphs and re-examination of the same, 
has yielded fruitful results. A few institutions placed at our disposal a number of inscriptions for 
examination and inclusion in the report, for which our sincere thanks are due to them. 


During the year under review, facilities were extended for research in Indian Epigraphy and 
allied subjects to a number of scholars from various parts of India and abroad. 


COPPER PLATES 


EARLY PALLAVA: No. A 1 is a stray copper plate inscription, engraved on both sides. It is 
in Sanskrit language and Southern Brahmi characters of the 5th century A.D. It belongs to the period 
of Dharmma-yuvamaharaja Kumaravara Sri-Simhavarman of the early Pallava dynasty of Kàüchi . This 
plate is the fifth sheet of a set, as indicated on the plate. The charter mentions a number of brahmanas 
of different gótras (names given) who received the grant from the king, while camping at the temple 
of Anguré$vara in Hirana-rashtra (For a details discussions vide. Sri Rama Chandrika, F elicitation 
Volume to Prof. O.Ramachandrayya, p. 121). 


EARLY RULERS OF KALINGA: No. A 2 is a copper plate charter issued in the 24th regnal 
year of Nanda-Prabhaüjanavarman. It is written in Sanskrit language and Southern Brahmi characters 
of the 6th century A.D. and registers a gift of land with parivarttika-vataka-nibandha made out of 
nakshatrikanka-bhimi, situated in between the two vaprakshétras in the village Rágólaka by the king 
along with the bhójaka-kutumbins, to Nandi$arman of Kaundinyasa-gotra. The donee is further 
exempted from paying an advance of the amount of fifty panàs and two danda-panas, payable to the 
village committee. The Aan? of the record is Mátrivara, the désaksha-pataladrikrita. This is a third 
charter and also the latest dated inscription of this king so far discovered. (For a detailed discussion 
A.P. Epigraphical Series, No. 18, Govt. of A.P., Hyderabad, 1982, pp. 1 ff. and plates). 


PANDAVAS OF MEKALA: No. A 8 is now preserved in the Dubéla Museum, Dubéla, 
Chhatarpur district, Madhya Pradesh. The record is in Sanskrit language and Brahmi characters of 
about 5th century A.D., belonging to the second regnal year of king Bharatabala of the Pandava 
dynasty of Mékala-Uttara-rashtra. The record is composed by Siva, son of Rahasika Isana and 
engraved by Mihiraka. son of the goldsmuth Isvara. (Published in Ep.Jnd., Vol. XXVII, pp. 132 ff. 
and plate). 


VAKATAKA: An iron-plate set No. A 3 containing three plates with a seal is kept in the Birla 
Archaeological and Cultural Museum, Hyderabad, Andhra Pradesh. It refers to the reign of éri- 
Dévaséna of Vakataka dynasty. It appears to be a later copy of the original copper plate charter. It 
is written in Sanskrit language and follow box-headed variety of Brahmi characters of the Sth-6th 
century A.D. The charter is issued on the first day of the eighth fortnight of the rainy season in the 
5th year of king Dévaséna who made the gift of the village Valpakonda, situated to the north of 
Sirimandapàka, to the east of Kréri(ficha)kalla and to the south of Donithóma, to one Ratta-chaturvidya. 
Samilladéva, the officer of the king exempted the donee from paying all taxes like Azranya, vishti, 
kara, bali etc. It further states that this order should be implemented by the officers viz. kulaputras 
and chatabhatas. In the beginning, it furnishes the genealogy of the Vakataka dynasty of Basim 
branch, from Vindhya-$akti to Dévaséna and clearly describes Sarvaséna as the father of Dévaséna. 
Sarvaséna of this record, can be identified with the namesake i.e. Sarvaséna II brought to light through 
the copper-plate charter from Thalnér and Bidar (See The age of Vakatakas. Ed. by A.M.Sastri, pages 


251-253 and cf. Indological Research papers, Vol. I, pp. 78 ff and Journal of Epigraphical Society 
of India, Vol. 13, pp. 71 ff). 


CHALUKYA OF BADAMI: No. A 4 is a copper-plate charter strung together into a ring with 


a seal The seal bears the figure of vardha, the /afichana of the dynasty, but does not contain any 
legend. 


The charter belongs to the reign of Srivarsha a/ias Anivàrita-Vikramáditya (Vikramaditya D and 
was issued in his 11th regnal year Vaisakha šu. 5, corresponding to 665-66 A.D. It registers the grant 
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of a village called Rachhamarri situated on the southern bank of the river Tungabhadra and also a land 
measuring 25 nivarttanas, to Révasvami, the grandson of Màdhavasarma of Kasyapa-gotra by the king, 
for the merit of his own self. The interesting factor of this charter is that the king is also addressed 
as Srivarsha. It is also significant to note that this is the only copper-plate inscription of the king 
so far discovered, issued in his eleventh regnal year. The village may be identified with its name sake 
Rachharri in Adoni Taluk of the same District (Published in the Journal of Epigraphical Society of 
India, Vol. XV, pp. 122 and ff). I 


EASTERN GANGAS: No. A 5 written in Sanskrit language and Nàgari characters, is dated 
Saka 981 (A.D. 1059). It registers the gift of two villages, namely Kottisa and Jarnpi situated in the 
Sarhva-vishaya, to two persons Eriyama and Pótaya, the sons of Chame-nayaka and Mayindakuva by 
king Vajrahasta (IIT) for the merit of his parents and himself. The donee in turn, gave one third of 
the gift to a person named Kommadáàsa along with the hunting rights. (Published in Andhra Pradesh 
Epigraphical Series, No. 18, Govt. of Andhra Pradesh, Hyderabad, 1982, pp. 8 ff and plates). 


KALACHURI: No. A 10, now preserved in the Dubéla Museum, Dubéla, Chhatarpur District, 
Madhya Pradesh. The record which is in Sanskrit language and Nagari characters and dated in the 
Kalachüri Era 823 (A.D. 1073) belongs to the reign of YaSahkarnadéva. It records the gift of a village 
called Devala-pafichéla, situated in the Déva-grama-pattala, to a brahmana Garngadharasarma, son of 
Chhitapayi of Kànavasa-gótra, on the occasion of Samkrànti (Published in Ep.Jnd., Vol. XII, pp. 210 
ff with plate). ` 


Another record (No. A 12) belonging to the reign of Trailókyamalladeva is ‘dated in Kalachuri 
year 963. The inscription is in Sanskrit and it is interesting to note that one invocatory verses in praise 
of Sarasvati, has been taken from Dandin's KZvyadarsa. It records vitta-bandha (deed of mortgage) 
for the village Alira, situated in the Dhàvahatta-pattana. The village was pledged by the Saiva teacher 
Santisiva, son of the royal preceptor [Vimala]Siva to the Rápaka Dharika (Published in Ep./nd., Vol. 
XXV, pp. 5 ff and plate). 


VIJAYANAGARA: No. A 7 written in Sanskrit language and in Nandinàgari characters belongs 
to the period of Vijayanagara dynasty. it is dated in Saka 1426 (expressed in chronogram Ritu-nétra- 
yug-éndu) Rudhiródgàri, Phalguna, Paurnamasya, lunar eclipse, corresponding to 1504 A.D., February 
29. It registers the grant of an agrahara village Agarupattu, renamed as Immadi-Sri-Narasimhéndrapura, 
otherwise known as Changadu, situated on the bank of river Kavéri, in Padavidu, situated on the bank 
of river Kavéri, in Padaividu-maharájya, to Porairi-bhatta, son of Tiruvengada-bhatta and grand son 
of Lakshmana-bhatta and great grand son of Sri Narayana of Gautam-ànvaya, by king Immadi 
Narasimba. (Published in Epigraphia Andrica, Vol. II, pp. 8 ff and plates). 


NAYAKAS OF MADURAI: The Nayakas of Madurai were also represented in this collection. 
A record No. A 45 of Muthu vaduganatha Periya Udaiyadévar registers the gift of land in Kuruchchi 
village for the Ambalavanapija and Māhēśvarapūja in the holy precincts of the matha of Tiruvadutirai 
during the conjuction of Thursday, chaturdasi, Amavasi, the Mrigasüsha. The taxes on some 
merchandise were granted as sarvamánya. I 


SETUPATIS OF RAMANATHAPURAM: The Setupathis of Ramanathapuram who were 
ardent followers of Hindu traditions and customs and also contributed much to the religious life of 
the people through generous grants, exemptions etc. to temples. An inscription No. A 25 of the same 
dynasty belongs to the reign of Tirumalai-Sethupathi-Kattadévar (Saka 1576 = A.D. 1654) records a 
gift of a village which was purchased in auction by two individuals Kunkarttévan and Siruntàn puliyan 
from Ekambara Tondaiman for 76 pop and made over to the pontiff as Tiruvamandal Kattalai for the 
purpose of god Paramasvamiyar. An interesting record No. A 26 of the same ruler dated 1660 A.D. 
(Saka 1582) records a gift by the king to god Paramasvami of Tirupperundurai for the early morning 
service. Another record No. A 27 of the same ruler refers to the provision made for pardésik-kattalat 
for the merit of Da/avai Setupati-kattar, Raghunathadévan and Tirumalai-nayakkar after exempting 
several taxes such as gasdlaivan méattuvai, sillira etc. Here the term paradesik-kaffalai denotes the 
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feeding of the itenerant pilgrims who visited the temple at Tiruvaduturai while the other term 
gurupüjaikkattalar indicates another service which was perf: ormed to the deity Avudaiyaparamasvami 
for the merit of Raghunatha-Sethupathi and his brother. 


MARATHAS OF THANJAVUR: No. A 44 belonging to the reign of Sarabhaji and dated Saka 
1632 (A.D. 1710) registers the assignment of tax magamal, collected from seven districts including 
Tirukkurachchéri, Tiruvidaikkali, Kattuchchéri Nalladai, Tiruchchen-panpalli and amounting one hundred 
kalam of paddy, to the pontiff Ambalavàna-ayya, for conducting feeding and also for performing 
Mahé$vara-püja, the place. 


MISCELLANEOUS: Copper-plate inscriptions Nos. A 16-75 were copied from Tiruvaduturai, 
Thanjavur district. They are deposited with the pontiff and the matha there. They belong to various 
dynasties that ruled over the Tamil country in later period. These include the ruling families like the 
later Pandyas, Vijayanagara, Nayakas of Madurai and Thanjavir, Sétupathis of Ramanathapuram, 
Tondaiman, Marathas of Thañjāvūr and Wodeyars of Mysore. Though they do not furnish any 
evidences of political importance they are useful in understanding the religious conditions and the 
cultural activities of the period. Most of them refer to the charities or endowments created at the 
famous Siva temple at Tirupperundurai, which was under the control of the matha of Tiruvaduturai. 
The matha received munificient land-grants both from the rulers and lay devotees alike. 


Tiruvaduturai, since the Chóla times had been an important religious centre. The temple owed 
its construction to the generosity and religious fervour of Chola king Parantaka I, who had made a 
liberal grant of 500 Ka/anjus of gold for the construction of the temple. In the latter period the matha 
became a powerful religious organisation, obtaining endowments and charities from the rulers, as seen 
from these charters (A 16-76). 


INSCRIPTIONS ON STONE AND OTHER MATERIALS 


CHALUKYA OF KALYANA: No. B 40, from Kódüru village, Sangareddy Taluk, Medak 
District, Andhra pradesh engraved on a pillar lying on the tank bund, is in Kannada language and 
characters. It belongs to the reign of Irivabedanga-Satyasraya and is dated in Saka [928], Parabhava 
A&viyuja, šu. 2, Thursday corresponding to 1006 A.D., September 26. It registers the gift of the village 
Kódüru given to Brahmalingi-bhatta, belonging to the temple of Gangéévara at Pottalakere, by the 
maha-samanta Gangayyarasa (Published in Journal of Epigraphical Society of India, Vol. XVIII, p. 
118). 


No. B 44, Singir, Sangareddy Taluk, Medak District, belongs to the reign of Bhuvanaikamalla 
(Soméévara II). It is dated in Saka 996, Ananda, Sunday, Solar Eclipse, corresponding to 1074 A.D. 
April 13. This Kannada epigraph registers the gift of land to the Jaina preceptor named Dharmasagara- 
siddhantadéva, by mahdsaémanta Aggalarasa, while emperor Bhuvanaikamalla Sōmēśvara II was 
camping at Vankapura i.e. Bankapur. 


Mahdsamanta Aggala (Aggalarasa) is eulogised in another inscription (No. B 42), dated Saka 
991, (1069 A.D.) as raéjahamsa in the vidvat-sabhé, Bharati-karnávatamsa sévantikamóda etc. The last 
mentioned epithet brings to our mind a similar title ma/likamdda of Jayasimha Jagadékamalla II. On 
the date of the record Chalukya Somé$vara II was the ruling king. 


A record from Chimmalgi (No. B 122) in Bijapur District of Karnataka belongs to the reign 
of Tribhuvanamalla and dated in the Chalukya Vikrama Year 7, Dundhubhi (1083 A.D.). It records 
the grant of twelve mattars of land to the deity Tumbura-Naàradé$varadéva on the bank of river Krishna 
at Sirimalage by Mahamandalésvara Bhimanadéva on the occasion of Uttarayana-samkranti. He is 
credited with a number of epithets like viramahésvara, samaraprachanda, sauchàmjanéya etc. The deity 
Turnbura-Náàradé$vara is reminisent of the music tradition established by Tumbura and Narada. 


CHÓLA: Most of the records of the dynasty noticed in the report are fragmentary. An 
inscription in the Tiruppuli$vara temple at Vàyalür (No. B 344), belonging to the reign of Rajaraja 
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I dated in his eleventh regnal year (996 A.D.) furnishes some interesting information. It records the 
gift of 90 sheep by Karaiyudaiyan Attiyüradigal to the temple of Mahadéva. 


TELUGU CHODA: An inscription (No. B 6) engraved on the south wall of the mahamandapa 
of the Bhavanarayana temple, Bapatla, Bapatla Taluk, Guntur District, is an interesting one. It is dated 
in Saka 1047 (expressed in Chronogram muni-jaladhi-viyat-chhandra) Chaitra, ba. 7, Tuesday and 
Chàlukya Vikrama year 50, corresponding to 1125 A.D., April 15. It introduces an unknown chief 
Tondaya-Chóda-mahárája as the lord of Maninagapura. The mention of Chalukya-Vikrama year in 
the inscription indicates that the chief had an alligeance with the over lords Chalukyas of Kalyana. 


SAMBUVARAYAR: No. B 342 assignable to the 9th regnal year the Sambuvaraya Chief Raja- 
narayanan reveals that the temple of Vayalir-udaiyar-nayanar, at Vayalir was subjected to Muslim 
invasion and was damaged and that its restoration took place during the rule of the king. It also refers 
to the reinstallation of these deities and conferment of privileges to those, who had done these 
meritorious acts, including the Grat tanattar, dévaradiyar etc. 


CHANDELA: No. B 132 from the Dubela Museum, Dubela, Nowgaon Tahsil, Chattarpur 
district, Madhya Pradesh, belonging to the reign of Madanavarman, dated Vikrama 1203 (A.D. 1147), 
seems to record the making of a Jaina image by Subhachandra son of Dévasvami, and also mentions 
the obeisance to the god by Lakshmidhara, son of Han. 


VELANADU CHIEFS: No. B 9 from Bàápatla dated Saka 1057, refers to the king 
Vikramachóda of the Velananti family. This chief is known to us for the first time through this record. 
It is known from several records that the Eastern Chàlukya-Chola rule established during the reigns 
of Kulottunga I (1072-90 A.D.) and Vikrama Chola (1118-35 A.D.) in Vengimandalam continued after 
reign of the latter. It is quite possible that Vikramachoda, the Vélananti chief might have taken the 
title of his overlord Vikrama-Chéla who had ruled Vengi as a Vice-roy under his father Kulóttunga 
I and also later succeeded him to the imperial throne. 


KANDÜRI CHÓDA: Of the two inscriptions of these chiefs, the first one (No. B 58) from 
Pérüru (Nalgonda District) is dated in the Bhulókamalla year 11, Nala, Uttarayana-sarhkranti, 
corresponding to 25th December 1136 A.D. It states that the mandalika Gundaya, the officer of 
mahàámandalésvara Odaya-Chédamaharaja of Kandürichóda family, granted gift including land 
measuring a ghadamartur, situated in the village of Tádimatta for maintaining the worship and 
offerings to the deity KéSavadéva. Further it states that the deity was installed by Yàjñavalki 
Kééavabhatta. According to the Panagallu inscription dated 1124 A.D. (Andhra Pradesh Archaeological 
Series, No. 38) issued by Tondaya's (II) wife Mailàmbika, the king Tondaya had three sons viz., 
Odayana, Bhima and Gékarna. The Ramalinga-gidem inscription (Annual Report on Indian Epigraphy 
for the year 1974-75 No. B 18) dated in the Chalukya-Vikrama year 29, corresponds to 1105 A.D., 
refers to mahámandalésvara Bhima-chdda-maharaja as the son of Tondaya and donor of the record, 
while the Kistapuram inscription from the same district (P.V.P. Sastry, p. 66) shows ‘that Bhima- 
maharaja (Bhima III) succeeded his father Tondaya (Tondeya II) and ruled between 1105 A.D. and 1157 
A.D. It refers to the independent rule of zmahamandalésvara Udayana-chóda maháràju who could be 
identified with Odeyana, the elder brother of Bhima i.e., Bhimana-Choda (Bhima III). His independent 
rule is further confirmed by the inscription from Parada, (Nalgond Taluk and District) belonging to 
the 7th regnal year of Chalukya-Jagadékamalla (1144 A.D.) in which he has been referred to as a 
mahamandalésvara (vide Inscription of Andhra Pradesh, Nalgonda District, Vol. I, No. 48, page 129 
ff) In the light of three records, the earlier views about the reign period of Bhima III will have to 
be re-assessed. 


An undated inscription (No. B 56) from the same place, can be assigned to about the 12th 
century A.D. on palaeographical lands and internal evidences. It refers to mahamandalésvara Kandüri 
Bhimanachoda-maháràáju. It states that Pérüri Manuma-Mallaya-nayaka of Mattüri family constructed 
a dévagriha to god svayambu Somé$vara. He also granted a vritti of wet land belonging to Matturu- 
kula-dharma. This inscription is important from the economic point of view, as it refers to two 
important merchantile guilds, namely, Te/ugu-makaramu and Arava-nakaramu (merchant communities

belonging to the Telugu and Tamil countries) and their gifts to three gods, namely Arava-nakaré$vara, 
Vishnu and Telugu-nakaréévara. It further states that both the Te/ugu-nakaramu and Arava-nakaramu 
having assembled together agreed for making the payment of a visa towards the maintenance of the 
temple. It further states that the other merchantile guild ‘el/vararu (Oil mongers) should supply a 
measure of oil from every oil mill and that every shop of that place should contribute three saffzgas 
of rice for the offerings to three gods Arava-Nakaré$vara, Vishnu and Telugu-Nakarésvara. The 
inscription also refers to various other gifts like cloth, arecanuts, betel-leaves, great millets, Vasudéva- 
bhandam and pepper (Andhra Pradesh Archaeological Series, No. 38, Pérür Inscriptions, Nos. 6 & 8, 
pp. 8 ff and p. 11). 


KAKATIYA: A number of inscriptions belonging to the period of the Kakatiya dynasty were 
discovered during the year. No. B 52 is found engraved on a slab near the Añjanëya image kept on 
the eastern side of the village Mátüru, Miryalaguda Taluk, Nalgonda District. This inscription dated 
in Saka 1117, (1197 A.D.) refers to the gift of a village named Lernkala Maratiru situated at the 
northern entrance of Sriparvata by Kakatiya Mahadéva. It is ponent as it happens to be the third 
inscription of the king so far discovered. 


No. B 69 from Dharmaopét, Narasampet Taluk, Warangal District belongs, to the reign of 
Kakatiya Ganapatidéva. The inscription is not dated. It is however important as it furnishes part of 
the genealogy of Vira-pasáyita from Rudramantri, who has been stated to be responsible for reinstating 
Kakatiya Ganapati on the throne. The rest of the genealogical portion is the same as furnished by 
the inscription from Palampét of same District (See Inscriptions of Andhra Pradesh Warangal District, 
Nos. 50 and 69), which states that Rudra-mantri mentioned here was none other than Récherla Rudra 
who helped Kakatiya Ganapati to succeed his father, by defeating king Nagati and others and saved 
the fortune of the Kakatiyas. A combined geneology from the above two inscriptions from 
Dharamraopet and Palampet may be given as under.

YADAVAS OF DEVAGIRI: An inscription (No. B 60) engraved on the four sides of a pillar 
lying in the compound of svayambhu Soméévaradéva temple at Pérüru, Miryalaguda Taluk, Nalgonda 
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District, is of an immense importance to the history of both the Yadavas and the Kakatiyas. The 
inscription is written in Sanskrit verse in Telugu characters. 


It is dated in Saka 1181, expressed in Chronogram (7ridu-ahi-rüpa-bhürni) Siddhartha, Magha, 
ba. 14, Thursday, corresponding to February 11, 1260 A.D. It registers the gift of lands for the 
purpose of worship and offerings (specified) thrice a day to the deity svayambhü Sómanáàthadéva and 
also for maintaining the mid-day offerings to the other deities Kamalé$vara, Dharé$vara and Mailésvara 
by mahámandalesvara, pratàpa-chakravarti, Vijaya-perumadi Dévaraja of Yadava family. It further 
records a gift of land to god Késavadéva, for which deity the temple was caused to be constructed 
by Yajfiavalki-Késava-bhatlu (See in No. B 58 above). The record further states that the entire gift 
was entrusted to the grama-sváris for its maintenance. The inscription furnishes the f amily pedegree 
of the Yadavas of Dévagiri starting from king Bhillama, his son Jaitugi, his son Simha (wrong for 
Singha or Sirnghana) and Simha's queen Dhangamamba, whose son Vijaya-perumadi Dévaraja, is 
mentioned as the donor of the grant. The epigraph is important for the identification of the donor- 
king Vijaya-perumádi Dévaràja. The inscriptions of Singhana (1200-47 A.D.) so far known, had shown 
that he had only two sons namely Jaitugi (ID who predeceased him and the other Sárahgapàni who 
took shelter under the Kakatiyas and that after them the throne was passed on directly to his grandson 
(i.e. his elder son's son) Krishna (1247-61 A.D.) (Ep.Ind., Vol. XXI, p. 15 and Corpus of Inscriptions 
in the Telengana Districts Nizam's Dominions No. 34). From the present inscriptiori, it is now clear 
that Sirghana had one more son named Vijaya-perumadi Dévaraju, born to a different queen 
Dhangamamba. Like his brother Sarangapani, Vijaya-perumiàdi Dévaraju too might have received 
shelter in the Kakatiya kingdom. As seen from the record the enjoyed a status which enabled him 
to grant lands to brahmanas in many places in the dominion of Kakatiya Ganapati. (Published in A.P 
Archaeological Serres, No. 36, Pérür Inscriptions No. 12, p. 14 and plates). 


KONDAPADUMATI CHIEFS: No. B 20 from Baptala, is dated in Saka 1151, Chaitra $u. 13 
Friday, corresponding to 1229 A.D. March 9. This record refers to the nayakas from Remtüru and 
their over lord Bétaraja of Kondapadumati family. The date furnished in this record is Saka 1164 
corresponding to 1242 A.D. But for these two records we do not have any other record mentioning 
this chief. It may be said that the present record furnishes the earliest date for Bétaraju and the record 
from Korakalur gives the latest date for him. It is possible that the Kondapadumati chiefs might have 
subsequently switched over their alligeance to the imperial Kakatiyas. 


RULERS OF KONGU COUNTRY: A number of inscriptions of this family are discovered 
at Sévür, Avanasi Taluk, Coimbatore District. Sévür is called in the inscriptions both as Sévür and 
Sembiyankiánadinallür. It is located in Vadapari$àra-nàdu. The Perumal temple is called in inscriptions 
as Tirumérkóyil. An analysis of Sévür records (No. B 358, 61-64, 73-75 reveal that the mercantile 
group of the place played a prominent role in the activities pertaining to temple. During the 19th 
regnal year of Virapandya, the merchants of Vadaparisara-nàdu got both the images of Manavala-alvar 
and his consort Nàchchiyammar installed in the temple called Tirumérkóyil Nayinar Alagapperumàl alias 
Sundarapandya-vinnagara. During the time of the Pandya ruler (No. B 360) Jatavarman 
Tribhuvanachchakravattigal they created endowment to provide food offerings to both the deities. 


During the reign of the said ruler, according to another record (No. B 367), the nattár of 
Vadaparisara-nàdu made a gift of 40 panam in order to provide two garlands daily, to Alagiyanayinar, 
also installed in the Tiruvarangam i.e. Srirangam temple). However, this arrangement has not come 
to light from any inscriptions of Srirangam temple. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


No. B 182 from Tumain, Ashokanagar Tahsil, Guna District, Madhya Pradesh in Sanskrit 
language and Siddhamatrika characters of the 7th-8th century A.D., states that a pillar was set up as 
a mark of permanent dedication to one Iévara, son of Dédda belonging to Bhillamátanvaya of the 
Pragvata country. 
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Several inscriptions were copied from the famous Avinasi-Lihgésvara temple at Avanasi, 
Coimbatore District. An undated inscription (No. B 350) assignable to the 13th century A.D. refers 
to the command of Adichandésvara, who. bestowed seveal privileges on the blacksmith, goldsmith and 
carpenter of the above temple. Another record (No. B 346, of the same period in Sanskrit language 
and Grantha characters, consisting the praise of the Avinasi temple and compares it with the temple 
at Varanasi. 


An inscription (No. B 246) from Jaulàna, Garhi Tahsil, Banswara district, Rajasthan. engraved 
on the pedestal of a broken image (probably of Surya), in the premises of the Mahadév temple, is 
in Sanskrit language and Nágari characters. Dated in Vikrama Samvat 1560 (1504 A.D.), it records 
the making of the image of Sürya by Rama, son of Raghada, belonging to Abhatiya grama and 
Srimákajháti. The image of Sürya is stated to have been installed in a shrine in the temple. 


No. B 77 from Thialigram, Silchar District, Assam engraved on a slab is in Sanskrit language 
and Assames characters. Dated on Saka 1720 (mentioned in both numerical figure and chronogram) 
it records the competion of (the construction of) the prasada of Santadéva in the midst of a lake, 
on the full moon day, by his lay-discipile Lakshmidévi, queen of Harichá(Scha)ndranáráyana, who 
belonged to the lineage of Hédambachandra. The records also refers to Lakshmidévi as rdjamáfà and 
a powerful lady (vide. J.E.S.L, Vol. XV, pp. 75). 


ARABIC AND PERSIAN INSCRIPTIONS 


MUGHAL: As usual, the list contains quite a good number of Mughal inscriptions, representing 
Humáyün, Akbar, Aurangzeb, Shah 'Alam I and Muhammad Shah. No. C 26 from Karnál, a district 
headquarters in Haryana (originally from Bohri Sayda, Kurukshetra District, Haryana), now kept in 
the Office of the Registering Officer, Department of Archaeology and Museum, Haryana State, is a 
new record of Humayin. It refers to the construction of a mosque by Muhammad, son of Darwish 
Muhammad of Gangoh, in the year A H 940 (1534 A.D.). It is difficult to ascertain the builder's 
official position, as the epigraph does not specify any thing in this regard. However, the cognomen 
of his father, mentioned as Garigohi, indicates the fact that the family belonged to Gangoh, a place 
in Saharanpur district of Uttar Pradesh. The builder might have settled in or around Bohri Sayda, 
during this period. 


No. C 183 from Sarài Shaikh, District Mainpuri, Uttar Pradesh, is an interesting record of the 
time of Emperor Akbar. It records the construction of a Aaud (i.e. Cistern) in the mosque, by Shaikh 
Mu'inu'd-Din, in A.H. 975 (1568 A.D.). The builder is described as the descendant of Qutb (i.e. Pole- 
star) family (name not given). Thus, it highlights the religious background of the builder. 


In this collection, we find a large number of epigraphs representing Aurangzeb from Maharashtra 
and a few epigraphs from other states. No. C 167 from Akbarpur, Dístríct Banda, Uttar Pradesh, was 
earlier noticed, but not mentioning the builder's name (cf. The Monumental Antiquities and Inscriptions 
in the N.W. Prov. and Oudh, Varanasi (reprint, 1969), p. 147). On re-examination, it was found that, 


it records the construction of a mosque (i.e. ‘Idgah) by Shaikh Muhammad, in A.H. 1072 (1661-62 
A.D). 


No. C 74 from Georai, District Beed, Maharashtra, representing Aurangzeb, contains an 
interesting historical information. It records the construction of the fort in the town (qasba) Georai, 
under the supervision of 'Azmat Khàn Lodi, during the time (^ amal) of Sardar Khan Tarin who was 
the faujdar of Pargana Beed in the regnal year 22, corresponding to A H. 1089 (1678 A.D.). As regards 
Sardar Khan Tarin, it is mentioned that he was posted in the same cadre, at Shivgaon, in the year 1682 
A.D. (Masta'id Khan, Ma athir-r-'Alamgir7, Calcutta, 1871, p. 222). He is reported to have been killed 
at the instance of Aurangzeb in his 26th regnal year (Bhim Sen, Tarikh-s-Dilkasha, Eng. tr., edited by 
V.G. Khobrekar, Bombay, 1972, p. 134). 
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No. C 134, a damaged record from Sholapur, a district headquarters, Maharashtra, records that 
a well was built by Ya'qüb Beg Top Andaz (i.e. the gunner), in A.H. 1092 (1681 A.D.), during the 
reign of Aurangzeb. The text of the record was composed by Zarifi. During this period, many 
officials bearing the same name e.g. Ya'qüb Beg son of Haji Yüsuf, Ya'qüb Beg son of Khwaja 
Muhammad Beg, Ya'qüb Beg and Ya'qüb, posted in the Deccan between 1658-1663 A.D., are mentioned 
(Mughal Documents, Catalogue of Aurangzeb's reign, Vol. 1, pt. 1, Hyderabad, 1980, pp. 108, 254; 
Part II, 1981, pp. 29, 103, 160, 258, 264, etc). Thus, it is difficult to identify with certainty that 
Ya'qüb Beg of our record was either one of them or was altogether a different person. Nevertheless, 
the importance of this epigraph lies in the fact that it provides information regarding work of public 
- utility undertaken in this region. The name of the poet Zarifi is not traceable in the available sources. 
No. 136 from the same place, representing Aurangzeb, is a damaged and fragmentary- epigraph, dated 
(A.H. (1065), Ilahi year 19, corresponding to Samvat 1741 (1684 A.D.). It states that [Ma]thramal, 
son of Mülchand, son of Daulat Chand, of Chattri clan, the native of the city Kulu and agent and 
Zamindar of Patihar of the Kangra Hills, had come here along with the victorious army of Emperor 
‘Alamgir Ghazi (i.e. Aurangzeb) and constructed a (well) for obtaining divine favour. The present 
record is thus quite important as it provides very valuable information regarding Mathramal and his 
family, the clan to which he belonged and the region he held in his Gei It specifically mentions 
that the nobleman had come with Aurangzeb in this region. It tends to suggest that Matharamal 
excavated the well during his stay at Sholapur. Unfortunately, the present record, does not mention 
in what capacity he was posted there. It is found in a source that Mathrámal and Mülchand of our 
record were present in the Deccan as we find their mention in their respective seals on documents, 
relating to descriptive rolls of the Mughal army and also find them engaged in other official activities 
in the provinces (bid, Vol. 1, pt. I, pp. 223, 241-42). 


Nos. C 77-78 from Mañjlëgaon, District Beed, Maharashtra, are identical in purport, recording 
the construction of two different mosques in the same locality, in A.H. 1104 (1692-93 A.D.) by Qadi 
‘Abdu'l Qadir, during the reign of Aurangzeb. These are new records and the appellation Qadf indicates 
that the builder was holding a judicial post. No. C 73, another record of Aurangzeb from Georai, in 
the same district, records the construction of a step-well in A.H. 1105 (1693-94 A.D.) at the instance 
of Miyan Achchpal, (son of) Ma'mür Khan Ma'müri al-Husaini. As regards Ma'mür Khan Ma'müri 
al-Husaini of the present record, he is better known as Ma'mür Khan. His real name was Muhammad 
Yar and that of his father Mir Isfand Yar (Ma'mür Khan I). During the 27th Regnal year of 
Aurangzeb, Muhammad Yar got the title of Ma'mür Khan. He was the faujdar of Beed and Shivgaon. 
(Ma athir-i-'Alamgiti, Eng. tr. by Sarkar, Calcutta, 1947, pp. 148-209). In the light of the present 
record, it may be correctly ascertained that he held the above post during the last decade of the 17th 
century. Later on, he was made faujdar of Bijapur Carnatac (Ibid, p. 265). He died as faujdàr of 
Benàras, during the reign of Farrukh Siyar. ( 7azkiratu'J-Umara of Kewal Ram, Eng. tr. by S.M. 
Azizud Din Husain, New Delhi, 1985, p. 163). Miyàn Achchpal at whose order the step-well was built, 
was the son of Ma'mür Khan and this fact is known only through the epigraph under study. The find- 
spot of the record is also helpful, to say with certainty, that Miyàn Achchpal lies buried at Georai near 
the step-well of the shrine now called Dargah of Sayyid Achchpal Husaini. 


No. C 71 from Beed, the district headquarters, is not only interesting but also historically quite 
important. Dated regnal year 46, corresponding to A.H. 1113 (1701 A.D.), it records that Aurangzeb, 
after the conquest of the kingdom of Marwar and subjugation of Rana (on Mewar in his 25th Regnal 
Year), encamped in the Deccan in pursuit of his rebellious son (Prince) Akbar. It recounts that he 
conquered the kingdoms of Bijapur, Hyderabad and Adoni and the forts of Rahiri, Satara, Pamala and 
Jinji. It further informs that in the 46th Regnal year, when the fort of Khelna, one of the strongest 
forts of the Deccan, had been besieged, the emperor entrusted the governorship of the province, 
extending from Bijapur to Khujista-Bunyad (i.e. Aurangabad), to Nawwab "Umdatu'l-Mulk Ghaziu'd- 
Din Khan Bahadur Firüz Jung. In the same regnal year, i.e. A.H. 1113 (1701 A.D.), a lofty edifice 
(i.e. an ‘Idgah), was completed under the superintendence of Haji Sadr Shah, a deputy of Firüz Jung 
who had been posted for-administration at Beer. Ghaziu'd-Din Khan Firiz Jung, referred to above 
as governor, was a well-known nobleman of Aurangzeb. His real name was Shihàbu'd-Din. Initially, 
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he got the rank of 300 which was gradually increased to 7000 zat and sawar, enjoying the titles like 
Khan, Ghaziu'd-Din Khan Bahadur and Sipahsálàr He had played very active role in various wars 
and administrative fields. During the 1st regnal year of Bahadur Shah, he was appointed in Gujarat 
where he died in the following year (Ma athiru'T-Umara, Vol. II, Calcutta, 1890, pp. 872-79; Tàzkiratu'l- 
Umara of Kewal Ram, p. 126). Unfortunately, the available sources are silent about his deputy Haji 
Sadr Shah. It is the present record only that provides an authentic piece of information about Haji 
Sadr Shah that he was a deputy of Ghaziu'd-Din Khan Bahadur, engaged in some building activities 
at Beed (Plate I). 


No. C 81 from Pathrur, in the same district, is a new record. It assigns the construction of a 
mosque to Haji 'Abdu'llah Khan Mujahid Khàni in the 47th Regnal year of Aurangzeb, corresponding 
to (A.H. 1115/1703 A.D.) during the time of Nawwab Ghaziu'd-Din Khan near the tomb of (Khwaja 
Muhmüd Ansari) at the village Patrir in the suba of Beed. As regards Haji 'Abdu'llàh, the builder 
of the mosque, little information is available in the historical works. He is mentioned as a servant 
of Mujahid Khan, the younger brother of Ghaziu'd-Din Khan, referred to above (Ishwar Das Nagar, 
Futuhat-i-'Alamgiri, Eng. tr. by Tasneem Ahmad, Delhi, 1978, pp. 195-96; Ma‘athir-i-'Alamgiri, pp. 
198-99, 241). That Haji 'Abdu'llah was posted at Pathrur and he got erected a mosque there, is known 
from the present record only. The text of the record was composed by a poet pen-named Zahir. His 
identity could not be established. 


No. C 38 from Biaora, District Rajgarh, Madhya Pradesh, though damaged, is another new 
record of Aurangzeb. It records the construction of a mosque and a pucca well, called Cháh-i-Husaini, 
during the time (amal) of Raja Rai Jagat Singh, in A H 1117 (1706 A.D.). Identity of Raja Rai Jagat 
Singh is rendered difficult as many of his namesakes are mentioned in 7azkiratu'l-Umara of Kewal 
Ram (p. 287). 


No. C 68 a badly damaged inscription from Ashti, District Beed, Maharashtra, records the 
completion of the tomb of Nahar Khan Ghauri in Pargana Ashti in the 50th Regnal year (of 
Aurangzeb), corresponding to A.H. 1118 (1706 A.D.). The tomb had been built during the life time 
of Nahar Khan, who died later in A.H. 1119 (1707-08 A.D.), as mentioned in epigraph No. 69. The 
above record does not mention the official status of Nahar Khan. As a matter of fact, one Nahar Khan 
Deccani is stated to have got the title of Nahar Khan during the time of Aurangzeb. In the 28th Regnal 
year, he was faujdar of some süba from where he was called at Ahmadnagar to fight against Prince 
Akbar ( Tarikh-i-Dilkasha, p. 154). In 1688-89 A.D., he was the faujdar of Pa'inghat (Futiihat-i- 
‘Alamgiri, p. 269). It is quite likely that Nahar Khan, after his retirement from imperial service in 
the later period of Aurangzeb returned to Ashti for settlement and built a tomb for himself. 


No. C 173 from Pailani, District Banda, Uttar Pradesh, though noticed briefly ( Zhe Monumental 
Antiquities and Inscriptions in the North-West Provinces and Oudh, p. 155; District Gazetteer of the 
United Provinces of Agra and Oudh, Banda District, Vol. XXI, Allahabad, 1909, p. 278) mentions the 
name of the builder of the mosque as Himmat Bahadur Kàsim and the date of its construction in 1702 
A.D. But on re-examination, it was found to record the construction of the mosque by Muhammad 
Kazim, designated as Hakim-i-Pilani (i.e. governor of Pilani), during the time of Aurangzeb, in A.H. 
1119 (1707 A.D.). 


Of the later Mughals, No. C 65 from Asht, District Beed, Maharashtra, represents Shah 'Alam 
I. Though fragmentary, it records the construction of a well by Nawwab Sangram Khan, son of Nahar 
Khan, in A.H. 1119 (1707-08 A.D.). Under Aurangzeb, at an early stage, Sangram Khan is mentioned 
as holding the rank of 1500/600 (Athar Ali, Mughal Nobility under Aurangzeb, Bombay, 1966, p. 255). 
Like his father, Nawwab Sangram Khan also served in the Deccan and got the mansab of 3000 and 
the title Sangram Khan. After the death of Aurangzeb, he supported Prince Muhammad Kam Bakhsh 
for the throne ( Zazkiratu'l-Umata of Kewal Ram, p. 92). 


Muhammad Shah gets representation in No. C 94 from Nagarsul in Nasik District, Maharashtra. 
It records the construction of a new gateway (darwáza) by Muhammad Isma'il Khan, at Qasba 
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Nagarsül, in the JZgir of Nawwab Sayyid Lashkar Khan Bahadur during the governorship of 
Muhammad Murad Khan, in A.H. 1159 (1746 A.D.). No reference is available, regarding the builder 
Muhammad Isma'il Khan. It seems that he had been posted at Nagarsül in some important official 
capacity. Sayyid Lashkar Khan, mentioned in the epigraph, is reported to have once arrested Nasir 
Jang, son of Nizamu'l-Mulk. In A.H. 1143 (1730-31 A.D.), he held the post of Ziládári of cight 
sarkárs of Ellore. He also held the rank of 4000/2000 as the Faujdar, Bakhshigiri Sa'ir and Naib 
(deputy) Sübedir of Bidar (M.A. Nayeem, Mughal Administration of the Deccan under Nizamul-Mulk 
Asaf Jah, Bombay, 1985, pp. 52, 60, 64-65). As regards Muhammad Murad, he was one of the 
officials of the Nizàm, holding the post of Karori of Khalisa mahals of Sikakul (i.e. Srikakulam) in 
1724-25 A.D. (Ibid, p. 158). 


Ahmad Shah (1748-54) gets representation in a badly damaged epigraph, No. 70 from Beed, 
a district headquarters in Maharashtra. The date and name of the builder are lost. While its extant 
portion records the construction of a mosque in mauda 'Beed, during the time of Ahmad Shah. 


BAHMANT: Among the provincial dynasties, a solitary record, No. C 59 represents Muhmüd 
Shah Bahmani copied from Dashmigavan, District Ahmadnagar, Maharashtra. It recounts that, after 
being inspired by a happy news in a dream from Shaikh Faridu'd-Din Ganj-i-Shakar, one Yüsuf son 
of 'Ali Shah Quraishi, the armour-bearer (Si/ahdar) and native of Parenda town, carried out the 
construction of the tomb of Maliku'l-Masha'ikh Makhdüm Shaikh Yüsuf Qattal, during the time of 
Majlis-i-Ashraf Malik Nizàmu'l Mulk, son of Nizàmu'l-Mulk, in the reign of Mahmüd Shah Bahmani, 
in A.H. 906 (1501 A.D.). 


The inscription under study is very important and interesting, as it highlights some socio-political 
dignitaries. It refers to the saints like Shaikh Faridu'd-Din Ganj-i-Shakar and Shaikh Yüsuf Qattàl. 
The former is too well-known in the subcontinent (commonly known as Baba Farid) and lies buried 
at Pak-Pattan in Pakistan. Shaikh Yüsuf Qattàl whose tomb is referred to in the record, should not 
be confused. with his namesake, another Deccani saint who died in A.H. 731 (1330-31 A.D.) and was 
laid to rest at Khuldabad. Shaikh Yüsuf Qattal of the record, survived during the last days of the 
Bahmanis. The record also tends to suggest that the saint lived in or around Dashmigavàn where he 
lies buried. Malik Nizamu') Mulk, son of Nizamu'l-Mulk, during whose period the construction took 
place, was the founder of the Nizàm Shahi kingdom of Ahmadnagar in 1490 A.D. He was the son 
of Malik Hasan Nizamu'l Mulk Bahri. He was known both as Malik Ahmad and Ahmad Nizamul 
Mulk Bahri (Sherwani & Joshi, History of Medieval Deccan, Vol. 1, Hyderabad, 1973, pp. 225-30). 
The record also mentions the name of the Bahmani king, Muhmüd Shah, showing thereby that 
Nizàmu'l Mulk continued his allegiance to the Bahmanis. The builder of the tomb, Yüsuf, who finds 
mention as Sr/Zhdár (i.e. armour-bearer), had great reverence for the saint, Shaikh Yüsuf Qattal. 
Unfortunately, the builder Yüsuf or his father 'Ali Shah Quraishi could not be identified. Probably 
they were the officials, under the Nizam Shahi ruler (Plate ID. 


ADIL SHÀHI: The list contains two new records of the 'Adil Shahis of Bijapur. No. C 135 
from Sholapur, a district headquarters in Maharashtra, is a bilingual record, which refers to the 
construction of a mosque, a cistern (Zaud) and a garden in the Peth 'Adilàpur, under the supervision 
of Na'ib Babaji Dabit Khan, at the royal order of ‘Ali ‘Adil Shah, in A.H. 978 (1570-71 A.D.). Bàbáji 
` Dabit Khan was an 'Adil Shahi governor of Sholapur who took active part in the construction work 
(AREp., 1965-66, No. D 223, 228; 1982-83, No. C, 69). He died at Sholapur where his epitaph bears 
an inscription in proto Urdü (ARE&p., 1965-66, No. D, 225) (Plate III). 


No. C 126 from Arag, District Sangli, Maharashtra, represents Ibrahim 'Adil Shah II. It records 
that at the royal order and (in the time of) Mir Jumla Khan-i-Azam Dilawar Khan, the boundary of 
the village Arak, was fixed in the presence of Diwan-i-Hadd (i.e. Surveyor-General) in A.H. 996 (1587- 
88 A.D.). The other administrative officers, mentioned in the record, are Bilal Khan, the Hawa/dar 
(i.e. holding some office or trust), Sayyid Muhmüd, the Naib-/-Ghaibat (i.e. the Minister in Absence) 
of mu arma (i.e. district) of Mubarakabad (i.e. Miraj}, Malik Raihàn, the Sz/ahdar (i.e. armour-bearer), 
Sharza Khan, the Mugasadár (i.e. district revenue officer), and Munsür Khan, the Sarbarati (i.c. Welfare 
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in-charge of the guests) of the village Arak. In concludes with an imprecation against the violaters 
of the decision. 


The inscription under discussion is very informative in various aspects. Khàn-i-A'zam Dilawar 
Khan was the regent of Ibrahim 'Adil Shah II. He also held the post of Wakil, apart from that of 
Amir-i-Jumia i.e. Finance Minister. By the end of the 16th century, the king, with the help of 'Ainul 
Mulk Kin'àni, got rid of him (7ariKz-r-Firishta, Vol. II, Kanpur, 1884, pp. 49, 65, 77; D.C. Verma, 
History of Bijapur, Delhi, 1974, pp. 221-22). In an inscription from Gulbarga, dated A.H. 978 (1570- 
71 A.D.), Dilawar Khan's name is mentioned as Bilal (EZM, 1931-32 p. 25). The present record 
highlights the system of demarcating boundaries of villages, in consultation with the revenue officials, 
administrative officers and fief holders. 


NIZAM SHAH: A solitary record of the dynasty, No. C 58 from Dashmigavan, District 
Ahmadnagar, Maharashtra, represents Burhan Nizam Shah H. It is a bilingual record, saying that (some 
construction) work was carried out in AH 1000 (1591-92 A.D.), corresponding to V.S. 16297, by 
Burhan Nizam Shah II. It does not specify the nature of work, undertaken. 


ASAF JAHI: No. C 101 from Parenda, District Osmanabad, Maharashtra, of the time of Mir 
Nizam 'Ali Khan (i.e. Asaf Jah IT), contains a text on a gun which reads: Sarkàr-i-Nawwàb Nizam ‘Ali 
Khan Bahadur. lt mentions neither the year of the manufacture of the gun nor the name of its 
manufacturer. 


NAWWABS OF KURNOOL: A solitary record of this regional minor dynasty, No. C 1 from 
Siruvel, District Kurnool, Andhra Pradesh, represents Ghulam Rasül Khan and assigns the construction 
of a mosque, to one Habibullah, in A.H. 1244 (1828-29 A.D.). It also mentions the name of the poet 
Shah Kamal who composed the metrical text of the record. Nawwab Rasül Khan came to power after 
Munawwar Khan (Andhra Pradesh District Gazetteer, Kurnool, Hyderabad, 1974, -. 52) in 1823 A.D. 
A few inscriptions of the time of the same Nawwab from Kurnool proper, have been reported earlier 
(AREp., 1952-53, Nos. C, 81-83; 1953-54, No. C, 49). 


NAWWABS OF BANGANAPALLE: No. C 8 from Banganapalle, District Kurnool, Andhra 
Pradesh, assigns the construction of a gateway of the Palace (i.e. gasr), evidently an Imam Bara, on 
which it appears, to Ibrahim 'Ali Khan, during the time of Nawwab Fath 'Ali Khan, in A.H. 1291 
(1874-75 A.D.) The text of the record was composed by Shahwar. 


RULERS OF RAJGARH: Three records of the Rulers of Rajgarh of Central India, have come 
to light in the present collection. Nos. 42-44 from Ràjgarh, a district headquarters in Madhya Pradesh, 
assigns the construction of a mosque, to a ruler of Ràjgarh, in three phases. According to these 
epigraphs, the foundation of the mosque was laid in A.H. 1284 (1867-68 A.D.), half of the work was 
done in A.H. 1289 (1872-73 A.D.) and the whole work was completed in A.H. 1293 (1876-77 A.D.). 
These inscriptions in the texts mention the ruler of Rájgarh as WZ/i-i-Rajgarh, without giving particular 
name. It would not be out of place to mention that the builder i.e. the ruler of Rajgarh, during that 
period was 'Abdu'l Wasi' Khan, a neo-Muslim. Before embracing Islam, he was popularly called Moti 
Singh (slam Hindustan Ke Sáe Mein (Bhopal, 1989), pp. 259-69). 


MISCELLANEOUS: Of the miscellaneous inscriptions of Andhra Pradesh, No. C 3 from 
Banganapalle, District Kurnool, records the death of a lady, named Khairun-Nisà, in A.H. 1022 (1613 
A.D.). No details in various sources are available for her identification. Since the inscription has been 
reported from the family graveyard of the Nawwabs, she might have been one of the members of 
the royal family. No. C 11 from Goudi Parla, in the same district, is quite informative, as it records 
the death of a learned saintly person, Sayyid 'Alawi, in A.H. 1228 (1813 A.D.). No. C 4 from 
Banganapalle, again in the same district, refers to the construction of a building (i.e. gasn, evidently 
for keeping the a/am (i.e. flag), (in memory) of ‘A/ambardar (i.e. Hadrat 'Abbàs), in A.H. 1232 (1816- 
17 A.D.) It also mentions the name of the composer as Bari. No. C 5 from the same place, a 
metrical record in Urdü, refers to the construction of a building (i.e. ‘Ashar Khana), dedicated to 'Ali 
‘Abbas, by Fath Nasib son of 'Ali, in A.H. 1233 (1817-18 A.D.). The text was composed by Jauhar. 
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No. C 15 from Kurnool proper, records the death of a saintly person, Pir Qàdiri, in AH 1253 
(1837-38 A.D.). No. C 12 from the same place, assigns the construction of a mosque and excavation 
of a well, to Shah Wahidu'llah Qadiri, in A.H. 1264 (1847-48 A.D.). It also contains another date A.H. 
1268 (1851-52 A.D.), obviously for setting up of the inscriptional slab. No. C 14 also from the same 
place, records the construction of a dargah (i.e. tomb) in A.H. 1267 (1850-51 A.D.), of Sayyid Ahmad 
Bukhari, stated to have been one of the descendants of the Prophet (Muhammad). No. C 10 from 
Gargeya Puram, in Kurnool district, states that, at the instance of Rahat Afza, the mother of Azam 
Khan (both belonged to the family of Nawwabs of Kurnool), a well was excavated in AH 1272 
(1855-56 A.D.) It also mentions the name of the poet, Fitrat Malid. 


Of the miscellaneous records of the Union Territory of Delhi, No. C 17, though fragmentary 
and badly damaged, provides an important information. It records the demise of Khwaja Muhammad 
Tahir in A.H. 976 (1568 A.D). The deceased can be identified as the nobleman who held the rank 
of 1000 in the first regnal year of Emperor Akbar. In 5th regnal year, he got his appointment in Delhi 
as governor where he died in the 13th regnal year (Ma 4thiru'J-Umara, Vol. 1, Calcutta, 1888, p. 471; 
Tazkiratu'l Umara of Kewal Ram, p. 37). 


Among the miscellaneous records of Gujarat, No. C 19 from Amod, District Bharuch, assigns 
the construction of a mosque, to Fath Singh Jiü, son of Jaswant Singh, in A.H. 1311 (1893-94 A.D.). 
Though the record is of later period, but it is quite significant. It is indicative of the communal 
harmony, prevailing in the region, where a non-Muslim builder had great respect for religious places 
of the Muslims and completed the said mosque during his life time. 


Of the records of Madhya Pradesh, No. C 37 from Sawarkhéda, District Mandasaur, records 
the completion of an edifice (evidently a tomb), by Aqa Shahi in A.H. 1094 (1683 A.D.). The person 
referred to in the record, is not traceable in the available sources. 


Of the records of Maharashtra, No. C 61 from Dashmigavan, District Ahmadnagar, does not 
contain the date but it is certainly contemporaneous with the epigraph No. 59, discussed above. It 
records about the foundation of a building, by Yüsuf son of 'Ali Shah Quraishi, referred to above. 
No. 121 from Karajgi, District Sangli, records the martyrdom of Shaikh Mu'in, in AH 972 (1565 
A.D.). No. 127 from Miraj, in the same district, records the demise of Khwaja Shamsu'd-Din 
Muhammad Shah, son of 'Ali Shah of Bijapur, in A.H. 978 (1570 A.D). This inscription is very 
important, as the deceased has been one of the saints of India. His death took place at Bijapur, but 
the inscriptional slab has been reported from his grave at Miraj. It means that, though he expired at 
Bijapur, he was laid to rest at Miraj. According to Abdul Jabbar Malkapuri, the saint Khwaja 
Shamsu'd-Din was the son of Sayyid Muhammad Miràn. He, along with his father, left Haramain 
(i.e. the sacred cities of Mecca and Medina) and came to Delhi, and from there to Bidar, during the 
reign of Muhammad Shah Bahmani. It is also reported that the king gave his daughter in marriage 
to Khwaja Shamsu'd-Din. He got martydrom in A.H. 996 (1587-88 A.D.) in some holy war and lies 
buried at Miraj ( Zadbkira-i-Aultya-1-Dakan, Vol. III, pt. I, Hyderabad, 1332 Hijri, p. 411). Thus, the 
present record is very helpful in correcting the date of his death in A.H. 978 (1570 A.D.) and not in 
A.H. 996, as mentioned above. Similarly, the name of his father was 'Ali Shah, as revealed in the 
present record and not Sayyid Muhammad Miran. 


No. 96 from Patoda, District Nasik, records the death of an infant, Khwaja Muhammad Amin, 
son of Khwaja 'Inayat, son of Khwaja Muhammad Tabrizi, famous as Almas, who was born in A.H. 
986 (1578 A.D.) and died in A.H. 987 (1579 A.D.). No. C 84 from Galna, in the same district, records 
the death of a lady, named Fatima, in A.H. 1001 (1592 A.D.). No. C 85 from Patoda in the same 
district, though badly damaged and fragmentary, records the construction of a mosque, by ‘Abdu'l 
Husain son of (name lost), at the instance of Almas Tabrizi (referred to above), in the Shuhür year 
1004 (1603 A.D.). No. C 83, again from Gàlna in the same district, records the martydrom of Tahir 
Muhammad who was poisoned to death by a maid-servant, in A.H. 1038 (1628-29 A.D.). 
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No. C 133 from Sholapur, a district headquarters, states that a well was dug in the locality called 
Urdū Top Bazar Penth in A.H. 1072 (1662 A.D.) It does not mention the name of its builder. It 
is significant to note that the record contains the name of the then famous locality (i.e. a market) at 
Sholapur. No. 76 from Georai, District Beed, assigns the construction of an 'Idgah in A.H. 1078 
(1667-68 A.D.), to 'Abdu'l Nabi. The builder may be identified with "Abdul Nabi Rozbahari who held 
a rank (mansab) under Aurangzeb. He was appointed in the Deccan as Darugha-i-Top Khana 
( Tazkiratu'l Umara of Kewal Ram, p. 21). No. C 69 from Ashti, District Beed, records the death of 
Nahar Khan in A.H. 1119 (1707-08 A.D.). No. C 140 from Darwah, District Yavatmal, is a seal, 
bearing inscription. It records the name, Qamaru'd-Din son of Muhammad Taju'd-Din and the date, 
A.H. 1192 (1778-79 A.D.). No. C 132 from Sholapur, a district headquarters, records the demise of 
Salabat Khan, the Subedár, in A.H. 1264 (1848 A.D.) Nos. C 139 and 138, again from Darwah in 
Yavatmal District are the two seals in someone's personal collection. No. C 139 contains the name, 
Mir 'Abbas 'Ali, the Q3⁄ and servant of the Islamic law, and the date, A.H. 1279 (1862-63 A.D.), while 
No. C 138, records the name, Qadi Sayyid Fayyadu'd-Din, the servant of the Islamic law, and the date, 
A.H. 1299 (1881-82 A.D.). As this part of the present state was under the Asaf Jahis of Hyderabad, 
they might have been the local judicial officers of the Asaf Jahi court. 


Of the records of Uttar Pradesh, No. C 168 from Kálifjar, District Banda, is a damaged record 
but of great historical importance. It states that in the time of Qasim 'Ali Khan, a famous nobleman 
Mirza Baig who had earned great respect and honour from the former, constructed an edifice i.e. the 
tomb of Shaikh Bhuwa in A.H. 988 (1580-81 A.D.). We find that one Qasim 'Ali Khan was one of 
the amis of Akbar. In 31st regnal year (A.H. 994-1585-86 A.D.), he was joint Spbedar of Awadh. 
In A.H. 1004 (1595-96 A.D.), he was holding a rank of 700 (M.Athar Ali, The Apparatus of Empire, 
Delhi, 1985, Nos. A 220 and A 545). He may be identified with the same nobleman who had 
patronised Mirza Baig. No details are available about the saintly figure Shaikh Bhuwa of the record. 
He probably hailed from that region. No. C 163 from Simauni, in the same district, an already noticed 
record (District Gazetteer of the United Provinces of Agra and Oudh, Banda, Allahabad, 1900. p. 290) 
does not mention the details about Nawwab Shah Quli Sultan. For his identification, we find one 
Nawwab Shah Quli, playing a major role in the reign of Akbar from the very beginning. He held 
the mansab of 4000 in 44th regnal year and died in the 46th regnal year ( 7azkiratu'/-Umara of Kewal 
Ram, p. 96). Another inscription of the same official has been earlier noticed (AREp., 1973-74, No. 
D, 265) from Augasi, dated A.H. 984 (1576-77 A.D.) 


No. C 146 from Agra, District Agra, records the death of Muhammad Qasim who was popularly 
known as Mir Qasim Hashmi Dahbedi, son of Mir Miran, son of Sayyid Qasim, son of Sayyid 'Azim, 
son of Burhanu'd-Din Khwaja. The record does not contain any specific date and probably belongs 
to the 17th century. The importance of the record is that it contains a genealogical information, 
regarding the family of the deceased. No. C 169 from Kalinjar, District Banda, mentions the death 
of Nawwab Mir Khan in A.H. 1140 (1728 A.D.). This record is historically important. We are 
informed that he was the son of Amir Khan and held the rank of 2000 in the 46th regnal year of 
Aurangzeb. His mangab was further increased by 100 Sawár in the 49th regnal year of the same 
emperor. During the period of Muhammad Shah (1718-1748 A.D.), he got his appointment as the 
Qala dar.of Kalinjar (Tazkiratul Umara of Kewal Ram, p. 152). The present record thus provides the 
date of his death at Kalinjar which is not mentioned in the chronicles. No. C 170 from the same place 
i.e. Kalinjar, records the death of Mirzà Allah Quli Baig in A.H. 1141 (1729 A.D.) The deceased 
seems to have been some official, posted at the fort of Kálinjar, under Muhammad Shah. No. C 174 
from Jalesar, District Etah, records the death of the mother (name not mentioned) of one Fath 'Ali, 
in A.H. 1190 (1776-77 A.D.). No. C 148 from Banda, a district headquarters, records the death of 
one Mardàn Khan, son of Wārith Khan, in A.H. 1244 (1828 A.D).
